Over the years, Americans have 
become much more knowledge¬ 
able about wines, but there's still 
a reticence among many to try 
new varieties at a restaurant for 
fear of an embarassing mispro¬ 
nunciation. So here's a handy 
Jiit. from A to Z, of some types of 
wine that you'll find in most bet¬ 
ter restaurants and a guide to 
their pronunciation, including 
the names of some of the more 
famous producers. 

Amontillado (ah-mohn-tee- 
YAH-doh). Golden, medium-dry 
Spanish cocktail sherry. (Harveys, 
the same house that produces 
Bristol Cream Sherry) 

Aati Spumante (ahs-tee spoo- 
MAHN-teh). Semidry Italian 
sparkling wine from the Muscat 
grape. (Contratto) 

Barolo (bah-ROH-loh). Dry 
red Italian table wine from the 
Nebbiolo grape, best with red 
meats and veal. (Ceretto) 

Beaujolais (boh-zhoe-lay). 
Light, all-purpose French red 
table wine from the Camay grape. 
(Bouchard Pfcre & Fils) 

Bordeaux(bor-DOH). Red and 
white table wines, mostly dry. 


from the Gironde area of France. 
(Eschenauer Chateaux l,a Garde, 
Olivier) 

Cabcmct Sauvignon (kahbehr- 
nay soh-vee-nyoh(n]). Type of 
grape producing high-quality dry 
red table wine, mostly Califor¬ 
nian, but also the vine of the 
French province of Bordeaux. 
(Inglenook, Beaulieu) 

Chablit (shah-BLEE). Popu¬ 
lar, dry white table wine, origi¬ 
nally from vineyards around the 
town of Chablis in northern 
France, now also from Califor¬ 
nia and other states.

Dry red 
French table wine from the 
southern Rhone Valley. (Bou¬

Chianti (kee-AHN-tee). Tart, 
dry red Italian table wine grown 


in the hills of Tuscany surround¬ 
ing Florence, famous with pizza 
and pasta. (Giannozzi) 

Cdtaa du Rhdnc (khot-doo- 
rhoh[n]). Area along the Rhdne 
river in France making full, red 
table wines, good with cold cuts 
and meats. (Bouchard Pere & 
Fils) 

Egri Bikav»(eg-ree BEE-kah- 
vehr). Fiery, dry red Hungarian 
table wine from the .no.lhern 
town of Eger, excellent with all 
meats and cheeses. (Monimpex) 
Johannisberg Riesling (yoh- 
hahn-is-behrk REES-ling). Fresh, 
fragrant white table wine, made 
mostly in California of grapes 
originally from Germany. (In¬ 
glenook, Beaulieu) 

Lacryma Christ! (lah-creem- 
ah KREES-tee). Still or spar¬ 
kling white Italian wine for 
celebration or to accompany 
food. (Mastroberardino) 

Meursaull(muhr-SOH). Fine, 
full, dry white French Burgundy. 
(Bouchard Pere & Fils) 

Orvieto (orv-YEHT-oh). Dry 
or semisweet white Italian table 
wines from the famous mountain 
village north of Rome. (Tiberio) 
Pinot Noir(pee-noh NWAHR). 
Full, dry red table wine from the 
grape of the same name grown 
primarily in Burgundy and Cali¬ 


fornia. (Beaulieu, Inglenook, 
Bouchard Pire & Fils) 
Pomiiiard(poh-MAHR). Dry 
red Burgundy table wine. (Bou¬ 
chard Pire A Fils) 

Pouilly-Fuissi (pwee-yee- 
fwee-SAY).

Zesty, dry red California table 
wine grown only in America, 
excellent with ail meat dishes and 
hors d'oeuvres. (Inglenook)

or the new Vinho Verde. A

KEEP FOOD 
SAFE 

IN SUMMER 

The aroma from hotdogs, hambuigere, 
chicken and other foods cooked on a grill 
fills the air. Mmmmminmmm! It must be 
summer. 

Since food poisoning bacteria multiply 
very rapidly under the warm sun, special 
precautions should be taken in preparing 
food for picnics and similar outii^s, a 
U.S. Department of Agriculture official 
warned. 

More than two million cases of bacterial 
food poisoning occur each year, according 
to Donald L. Houston, administrator of 
USDA's Food Safety and Inflection Serv¬ 
ice. Many are the result of improper han¬ 
dling, cooking, cooling or storing of 
foods, he said. 

There are three simple rules to assure 
that your summer fun is safe from food 
poisoning: 

• Keep hot foods hot. 

• Keep cold foods cold. 

• Keep foods clean. 

“Practicing these food safety precau¬ 
tions may seem impossible when your out¬ 
ing is miles away from civilization and 
m^em technology, but with proper plan¬ 
ning and preparation it can be done,” 
Houston said. 

“For example, perishable foods should 
- be packed in a well-insulated cooler with 
plenty of ice to keep them cool. Storing the 
cooler in a shady spot will keep the ice 
from melting too fast.” 

Once food is cooked, keep it hot until it 
is served. Then, put leftovers and perish¬ 
able foods in the cooler promptly, m sure 
there is enough ice in the cooler to keep 
them cold. 

“Disposable plates and utensils make 
picnicking more sanitaiy, and help prevent 
cross-contamination between cool^ and 
uncooked food,” Houston said.
